Until  its  conquest  by  Athens  in 
4/iff  B.(  ,  Aegina  wax  one  of  the 
gre atest  commercial  city  states  in 
Green-  An  such,  it  wan  the  earliest 
Greek  city-state  to  adopt  the  use  of 
coined  money.  The  coinage  of  Aegina 
exhibits  considerable  uniformity  of 
type,  a  uniformity  which  character 
i/.ed  it  as  not  merely  local  but  an 
international  coinage 

Up  to  the  time  of  the  Peloponne¬ 
sian  War,  the  coinage  of  Aegina  was 
the  only  universally  recognized 
medium  of  exchange.  All  of  the 
coinage  of  Aegina  consisted  of  a 
standard  obverse  and  reverse  The 
obverse  showed  a  sea  turtle  with 
front  and  back  legs  extended  while 
the  reverse  was  only  an  incuse  square 
divided  into  angular  compartments 
This  design  lasted  until  about  350 
B.C. 

The  standard  coin  of  the  Aeginas 
was  the  silver  stater  of  1 2.57  grams. 
They  also  had  divisional  coinage 
such  as:  drachm  to.  12  grams),  trio- 
bol  (3.1 1  grams),  diobol  <2.07  grams), 
trihemiobol  (1.56  grams),  oboi  (1.04 
grams),  hemiobol  (.52  grams)  and 
the  tetartemorin  (.25  grams). 

There  waB  little  design  change  in 
the  coinage  of  Aegina  for  more  than 
200  years.  It  should  be  noted  that  the 
rough  incuse  square  found  on  the 
reverse  of  the  coinage  was  not 
changed  because  of  any  lack  of  skill 
on  the  part  of  the  engravers:  it  was 


maintained  for  fear  that  it  would  not 
he  used  as  a  recognized  and  M '  fptld 
medium  of  exchange  if  it  was  altered 
In  about  155  B  C  Aegina  was  taken 
over  by  Athens  who  iri  431  B.C 
expelled  the  Aeginians  from  their 
city.  In  the  period  of  Athenian  or  eu 
pation  (455-431  B  C  i,  there  were  no 
staters  issued.  There  were,  however 
triobols  struck  which  were  for  use  in 
Aegina  between  431  and  404  B.C  , 
however,  there  appears  that  no 
coinage  was  struck  at  all 

In  404  B  C\,  the  Aeginiari  pop u la 
tion  returned  to  its  homeland  after 
the  Athenians  were  defeated  by  the 
Spartans  and  a  restoration  of  the 
coinage  of  Aegina  occured  Silver 
staters  and  thedivisions  thereof  were 
minted  with  a  major  change:  the  sea 
turtle  obverse  seen  for  hundreds  of 
years  was  changed  toa  land  tortoise 
for  some  unexplained  reason.  In 
about  350  B.C..  another  major 
change  in  the  coinage  occured  when 
bronze  coins  started  to  take  the  place 
of  the  smaller  silver  denominations 
Shortly  after  Alexander  s  time,  tetro- 
drachms  appear  to  have  been  struck 
in  Aegina  with  the  tortoise  and  dol¬ 
phin  as  symbols. 

For  the  rest  of  the  Greek  period 
and  into  Roman  Imperial  times 
struck  bronze  coinage  of  various 
types  saw  to  the  needs  of  the  people 
The  great  trading  city-state  of 
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Aegina,  who  in  456  B.C.,  lost  its 
power  over  commerce  to  Athens  and 
was  eventually  taken  into  the  Roman 
Empire  in  130  B.C.  can  be  looked 
upon  as  a  city  that  helped  bring  us 
coinage  as  we  know  it  today.

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THE  JOYS  OF  BECOMING  A  COLLECTOR

Most  people  are  collectors.  This 
custom  dates  back  so  far  that  no  one 
can  accurately  establish  the  first 
collectors.  What  do  people  collect? 
Old  cars,  beer  cans,  matchbook  cov¬ 
ers,  baseball  cards,  old  bottles  .  .  . 
you  name  it  and  someone  collects  it. 

Coin  collecting  is  something  the 
entire  family  can  participate  in.  The 
joy  of  collecting  coins  increases  with 
your  knowledge  and  additions  to 
your  collection. 

With  very  few  exceptions,  today’s 
well-known  collectors  with  their  quan¬ 
tities  of  rare  and  beautiful  coins 
started  off,  years  ago,  filling  in  the 
spaces  of  inexpensive  cent  or  nickel 
coin  folders  or  albums.  They  obtain¬ 
ed  the  coins  they  needed  by  search¬ 
ing  through  hundreds  of  coins  until 
they  found  the  date  and/or  mint- 
mark  that  was  lacking.  The  coins 
did  not  have  to  be,  and  were  almost 
never  shiny  new  ones.  You  looked  for 
the  best  coin  that  showed  the  date 
and  the  little  “S”  or  “D.”  If  you  were 
fortunate  enough  to  have  a  coin 
dealer  in  your  town,  you  might  buy  a 
few  inexpensive  coins  that  were 
scarce  and  hard  to  find  in  your  loose 
change. 

To  the  new  collector  (later  you'll  be 
a  “numismatist”),  the  joy  and  excite¬ 
ment  will  be  with  you  and  your  fam¬ 
ily  as  your  collection  grows  and  ex¬ 
pands  into  other  types  of  coins.  World 
coin  collecting  is  inexpensive  (at  first) 


and  educational  in  a  fun  way.  You 
will  see  coins  from  countries  you 
didn’t  know  existed  and  try  to  deci¬ 
pher  thestrangesymbols  and  words. 
These  coins  are  plentiful  and  you 
can  get  a  handful  for  only  a  few 
dollars. 

Of  course,  as  the  collector  absorbs 
all  he  can  from  library  books  or 
friendly  dealers,  he  will  want  to  in¬ 
vest  in  a  few  recognized  world  coin 
books  where  the  real  history  of  these 
coins  will  be  revealed.  Perhaps  you 
will  want  to  “specialize”  in  a  certain 
country  or  topics  on  coins  where  you 
can  concentrate  on  either  modern 
day  issues  or,  with  a  pooling  of 
resources,  add  a  few  coins  with  a 
"pedigree”  from  the  history-filled 
earlier  years. 

Whatever  you  decide  on,  your  col¬ 
lection  and  knowledge  will  increase 
greatly  by  attending  coin  shows, 
getting  acquainted  with  dealers,  and 
by  becoming  members  of  the  various 
coin  collectors’  associations  and  local 
clubs.  Remember,  this  is  a  hobby 
and  should  not  be  considered  as  a 
“get  rich  quick"  enterprise. 

Not  all  of  the  family  may  want  to 
collect  the  same  type  of  coins.  This  is 
natural  and  in  some  ways  helpful. 
By  helping  each  other  with  their 
particular  collection,  all  will  benefit 
by  the  additional  exposure  and 
knowledge  of  various  types  of  coins.

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THE  CRAZY  LIFE  OF  A  COIN  DEALER 

Part  I

Many  of  my  friends  think  my  life 
is  very  glamorous  traveling  around 
the  country  selling  coins  and  jewelry. 
I  get  to  fly  to  lots  of  cities,  stay  at 
hotels  and  eat  out  all  the  time.  1  must 
admit  it  has  its  great  moments  and 
the  people  are  the  best  in  the  world, 
but  then  there  are  the  other  times. 
Typically  each  of  us  has  our  horror 
story  that  sends  our  blood  pressure 
sky  high  at  the  time,  but  months 
later  we  find  funny  —  or  at  least 
mildly  amusing.  We  wonder  how  so 
much  could  go  wrong  in  so  little 
time!  Roger  Bryan,  Florida  United 
Numismatists  president,  recently 
wrrote  an  article  on  one  of  his  “adven¬ 
tures,"  but  I  do  believe  I  have  one 
that  will  top  his. 

I  work  and  share  a  lot  of  tables 
with  a  terrific  group  of  guys  from  the 
Detroit  area.  Several  of  these  guys 
put  on  one  of  the  Detroit  coin  shows 
which,  unfortunately,  usually  falls 
on  the  same  weekend  as  our  Tennes¬ 
see  State  Coin  Show.  This  year  to  my 
delight  it  did  not  conflict  and  I  was 
informed  I  had  best  be  there.  Since  I 
sell  a  lot  of  jewelry,  I  always  goto  the 
Tucson  Gem  Show  scheduled  to  be¬ 
gin  the  same  Friday  and  run  the 
entire  week.  “No  problem"  I  thought, 
“I  will  just  go  straight  from  Detroit 
to  Tucson.” 

There  was  a  flight  that  left  late 
Sunday  evening  from  Detroit,  stop¬ 
ping  in  Minneapolis  and  continuing 
on  to  Phoenix.  In  Phoenix  I  changed 
to  a  flight  for  Tucson  scheduled  to 
DECEMBER,  1986 


arrive  at  9  p.m.  which  allowed  plenty 
of  time  for  a  good  night's  sleep  prior 
to  beginning  the  Gem  Show  bright 
and  early  on  Monday.  NO  PROB¬ 
LEM?  Was  that  a  laugh! 

Now,  to  understand  my  troubles 
you  have  to  know  a  little  about  the 
airline  system.  The  free  tickets  earned 
in  the  airline  frequent  flyer  program 
are  great  as  long  as  your  flight  en¬ 
counters  no  problems.  Also  the  free 
tickets  require  that  you  begin  and 
end  your  flight  in  the  same  city  and 
all  travel  must  be  on  the  airline  issu¬ 
ing  the  free  ticket.  I  had  wanted  to  go 
from  Tucson  directly  back  to  Mem¬ 
phis.  But  I  was  told  I  couldn't;  so  I 
booked  a  flight  from  Memphis  to 
Detroit  and  back  to  Memphis  a  week 
later.  I  decided  to  use  my  free  ticket 
from  Detroit  to  Tucson  and  back  to 
Detroit. 

The  Gem  Show  in  Tucson  is  held 
once  a  year  and  is  really  about  10 
different  shows  which  are  held  at  a 
different  hotel  for  the  entire  week 
culminating  with  the  main  show  at 
the  convention  center.  Every  hotel 
room  and  rental  car  in  Tucson  are 
taken  for  this  event.  So  I  was  feeling 
very  good.  My  hotel  room  was  guar¬ 
anteed.  Mv  rental  car  was  confirmed 
at  a  very  good  rate  and  my  roundtrip 
flight  from  Detroit  to  Tucson  was 
free  and  was  first  class.  NO  PROB 
LEM?  Boy,  would  those  words  come 
back  to  haunt  me! 

It  all  started  when  a  friend  of  mine 
from  Detroit  and  her  fiance  offered 
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to  take  me  to  the  airport  on  Sunday. 
Because  we  were  busy  catching  up 
on  all  the  gossip,  she  didn't  realize 
she  had  missed  the  turn  until  we 
had  gone  several  miles  out  of  the 
way.  A  quick  U  turn  got  me  to  the 
airport  3  minutes  before  my  flight 
was  to  leave.  The  ticket  agent  told 
me  if  I  ran  as  fast  as  I  could  I  might 
make  the  flight;  but  I  could  say  bye 
to  my  bags  right  then.  They  wouldn’t 
make  it  until  the  next  flight  and  that 
wasn't  until  the  next  day.  I  did  make 
the  flight.  I  sat  hoping  as  each  bag¬ 
gage  truck  passed  the  plane  that  1 
would  see  it  stop  and  load  my  bags. 
No  such  luck.  So  I  resigned  myself  to 
spending  the  night,  without  so  much 
as  a  toothbrush. 

I  settled  dowm  with  a  drink  and 
decided  to  get  some  bookkeeping 
done.  Our  30-minute  stop  in  Min¬ 
neapolis  turned  into  3  hours.  I  had 
only  35  minutes  in  Phoenix  before 
my  flight  to  Tucson.  Therefore  when 
they  announced  that  we  would  be  a 
“few'  minutes"  late  because  of  a  me¬ 
chanical  problem,  I  started  to  get  a 
little  worried.  I  asked  the  flight  atten¬ 
dant  what  the  delay  would  do  to  my 
connection.  She  laughingly  replied 
the  flight  we  were  to  pick  up  in  Pho¬ 
enix  for  Tucson  was  still  on  the 
ground  there  in  Minneapolis,  it  also 
had  mechanical  trouble!  I  felt  much 
better,  hut  made  a  note  to  ask  the 
travel  agent  why  I  hadn’t  been  on 
that  flight  in  the  first  place. 

It  wasn’t  long  before  the  pilot  and 
co-pilot  came  out  to  join  the  pas¬ 
sengers  for  coffee  —  a  sure  sign  that 
we  weren’t  going  anywhere  soon! 
The  co-pilot  was  explaining  that  we 
had  trouble  with  the  slats  on  the 


wing.  It  seems  they  didn’t  want  to  go 
down  at  the  same  time.  We  had  made 
a  rather  abrupt  drop  on  our  landing 
approach  in  Minneapolis  and  I 
couldn't  help  wondering  if  that  was 
because  of  the  slat  problem.  I  made 
the  mistake  of  asking  and  discovered 
that  this  was  due  to  the  computer 
landing  the  plane  “not  having  its 
act  together”  and  didn’t  have  every¬ 
thing  synchronized  properly.  Which 
way  is  the  train  station?  The  me¬ 
chanics  kept  hopping  on  and  off  the 
plane  as  a  half  dozen  passengers 
gathered  at  the  cockpit  door  to  watch 
the  captain  try  the  slats  to  see  if  they 
worked  together,  only  to  see  the  red 
light  indicating  our  wait  wasn’t  over. 
Finally  an  announcement  came  for 
all  passengers  connecting  in  Phoe¬ 
nix  for  Tucson  to  deplane  as  they 
were  being  rerouted. 

So  I  grabbed  my  briefcase  and 
coat  and  hurried  off  the  plane  only  to 
be  met  wdth  an  apology  that  because 
I  was  on  a  free  ticket  I  couldn't  be 
placed  on  another  airline  and  my 
best  bet  was  to  hope  he  made  up  time 
in  the  air!  So  I  called  and  cancelled 
my  guaranteed  hotel  room  in  Tucson 
knowing  Phoenix  w'as  as  far  as  I 
was  going  to  get  that  night  —  even  if 
I  made  it  to  Phoenix.  So  back  on  the 
plane  I  went,  much  to  the  dismayed 
look  on  the  flight  attendant's  face.  A 
quick  explanation  brought  me  another 
free  drink  and  a  blanket.  I  had  just 
situated  myself  comfortably  when 
the  announcement  came  that  our 
plane  was  going  to  the  hanger  and 
we  were  transferring  to  a  new  plane. 
So  200  people  grabbed  kids  and  bags 
and  changed  planes.

Eagle  gold  bullion  coins  provides  a 
great  opportunity,  once  again,  to 
promote  our  hobby.  Youth  members 
should  take  this  opportunity  to  tell 
their  friends,  schoolmates,  teachers, 
and  even  other  adults,  about  these 
beautiful  American  numismatic 
items.  The  United  States  Mint  has 
recently  issued  many  successful 
numismatic  treasures  to  attract  the 
attention  of  the  non-collecting  pub¬ 
lic.

TNA  has  now  seen  its  26th  birth¬ 
day  and  those  who  have  seen  it  cele¬ 
brate  all  of  them,  know  that  the 
organization  has  become  a  great 
one.  In  fact  it  has  become  too  big  in 
one  way  for  it  to  function  smoothly. 
By  this  I  mean  that  there  are  few 
convention  centers  in  the  state  which 
can  accommodate  our  conventions. 
Herein  lies  the  rub. 

We  all  know  that  the  dealer  is  the 
one  who  pays  for  the  shows.  Without 
these  dealers  we  cannot  survive  as 
an  organization.  Making  a  profit  at 
the  show,  TNA  or  any  other  show, 
the  dealer  cannot  remain  finan¬ 
cially  able  to  stay  in  business  He 
must  keep  his  stock  of  desirable  coins 
available  to  the  collector  and  must 
keep  that  stock  turning  at  a  profit 
which  will  enable  him  to  provide  all 
his  needs,  as  well  as  the  man  who 
goes  to  the  office  or  to  the  factory 
every  day.  We,  TNA,  must  accom¬ 
modate  him  by  providing  a  conven¬ 
tion  which  has  the  greatest  number 
of  attendees.  No  one  has  to  say  that 
the  economy  is  had  in  Texas,  all  our 
paychecks  have  suffered  in  the  last 
three  years.  Discussion  with  a  num¬ 
ber  of  nationally  known  dealers  re¬ 
veals  that  some  will  not  take  a  table 


at  certain  cities  in  which  TNA  has 
held  conventions  over  the  past  sev¬ 
eral  years.  Yet  these  cities  are  just  as 
much  a  part  of  the  TNA  organiza¬ 
tion  as  Houston.  The  question  now  is 
what  to  do. 

Much  discussion  has  been  made 
by  members  of  the  board  both  in  and 
out  of  meetings.  A  suggestion  has 
been  made  that  the  TNA  hold  its 
regular  spring  meeting  at  a  fixed 
location.  Another  was  that  TNA  hold 
its  regular  spring  convention  which 
would  rotate  among  the  three  larg¬ 
est  population  centers  in  Texas.  While 
these  may  solve  the  needs  for  the 
dealer  and  for  TNA.  financially,  this 
would  not  solve  the  need  for  ALL  of 
TNA.  Another  suggestion  was  that 
one  of  the  two  above  suggestions  be 
accepted  and  in  addition  a  smaller 
show  be  held  in  a  smaller  city  and 
would  swing  from  city  to  city  in  the 
fall  of  each  year.  I  can  remember 
when  TNA  was  held  in  Temple  in 
1962.  Another  was  held  in  Galveston 
in  1966.  I  feel  that  TNA  needs  to  go 
to  those  smaller  cities  and  towns  as 
they  are  just  as  much  a  part  of  TNA 
as  Dallas,  Houston,  San  Antonio  or 
Fort  Worth.  They  must  be  made  to
